Dr. Simon Flexner Discovers 
Virus That Brings On In- 
fantile Paralysis, 


PAVES THE WAY FOR CURE 


Stable Fly May Not Be Only Carrier 
of Scourge Now Growing 
Prevalent. 


PICTURES TESTS ON MONKEYS 


Baltimore, Md., March 14.—{Special. ]—Be- 
fore an audience which packed the medical 
amphitheater of Johns Hopkins hospital and 
overflowed into the corridor these announce- 
ments, each of which is of sufficient im- 
portance to stir the medical profession 
throughout the world, weré made tonight: 

By Dr. Simon Flexner, director of 
Rockefeller institute for scientific re- 
search, New York City: That he had dis- 
covered the virus of epidemic poliomy- 
elitis. 

By Dr. Hideyo Noguchi of the same 
institution: That he had demonstrated 
the presence of treponema pallidum in 
the brain of genera! paresis. 

Translated from technical language the 
announcement by Dr. Flexner means that the 
hitherto undiscovered organism which causes 
infantile paralysis has been found, identified, 
and cultivated. 

Similarly translated Dr. Noguchi's an- 
nouncement means that he has demonstrated 
the connection, previously suspected but not 
proved, between syphilis and general paresis. 


' Greeted with Long Applause. 

These discoveries were made public for the 
first time tonight. The announcements by 
their discoveries were greeted by the phy- 
sicians, surgeons, and medical students who 
had gathéred to hear the addresses of these 
distinguigied scientists with prolonged ap- 
pla use. 

Dr. Thomas 8. Cullen, president of the 
society under whose auspices the addressus 
were Gelivered, presided at the meeting and 
firet introduced Dr. Fiexner 

The appearance upon the platform of the 
man whose discoveries had in a number of 
ingtances amounted to revolutions in medical] 
principles was signalzea by an outbreak 
from the audience. 


Smallest of All Organisms. 

Iifustrating his statements with micro- 
photographs, Dr. Flexner told the audiénce 
that the organism which is the cause of in- 
fantile paralysis was one of the smallest 
which had ever been identified. As shown 
on the screen in an enlarged view of a sec- 
tion of spinal cord infected with it, the germ 
appeared in a chainlike form in a wavy line. 

Dr. Flexner, referring to a treatise oy Dr. 
Rosenau of Washington #etting forth the 
discovery that infection with infantile paral- 
ysis was caused by the stable fiy, said that 
in his own research he had not been able to 
establish the fact that infection is caused 
by the fly, though he hed no doubt that 
Dr. Rosenau had done 80. 

In the course of his experiments he said 
he had employed for observation other insects 
which were allowed to bite monkeys infected 
with the disease and had found that the 
insects thus became infected with the germ 
and retained it for a period of eight days, 
but he had not succeeded in infecting mon- 
keys with the disease by having them bitten 
by insects so infected. 

May Lead to Serum Cure. 

The importance of this discovery by Dr. 
Flexner, as related to the possible reduction 
of lose of life and injury to health from 
infantile paralysis, it was pointed out after 
his address lies in the probability that, now 
that the virus has been identified, and with 
the other knowledge acquired through his 
experiments, the treatment of the disease 
may proceed along more definite lines and the 
discovery of a serum for the cure of it may 
be looked upon as practicable and possibly 
early to be accomplished. 

Dr. Flexner said that in the cultivation of 
it the use of a medium freed from. oxysen 
had been found necessary, and that because 
it could grow only in the absence of oxygen 
it would never be found in blood or in any 


cavity containing oxygen. 


Shows Similar Symptoms. 

With this virus. Dr. Flexner said, infantile 
paralysts had been induced in monkeys which 
were iry.cted with it. Views taken from 
sections of the spinal cord of monkeys so m- 
fected were shown, together with viewe of 
sections from the spinal cord of a human 
patient suffering from the disease, and the 
identity of the organism so demonstrated. 

Dr. Lewelly F. Barker, professor of medi- 
éine at Johns Hopkins university, and one 
of the leading authorities on medicine, ex- 
pressed in these words his estimate of the im- 
portance of the announcements made by Dr. 
Simon Flexner and Dr. Hidyeo Boguchi: 

„Either one of these announcements would 
have been sufficient to make this meeting 
famous. To have had the privilege of being 
present when both of them were made is an 
honor which we should record in our diaries 
for the pride of our children and grana- 


children.”

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HAWTHORNE CASE 
ENDED BY ‘GUILTY’ 


Son of Author, Dr. Morton, 
and Albert Freeman Sen- 
tenced to Prison. 


JOSIAH QUINCY FREED. 


New York, March 14.—The Hawthorne min- 
ing trial, which has dragged along nearly 
four months before the federal court here, 
ended today with the conviction of three of 
the defendants, Julian Hawthorne, Dr. Wil- 
nam J. Morton, and Albert Freeman, ani 
the acquittal of Josiah Quincy, twice mayor 
of Boston ard assistant secretary of state 
during the Cleveland administration. 

Hawthorne, Morton, and Freeman were 
found guilty of making fraudulent use ol 
the mails in selling stock in the ex ploita- 


tion of Canadian ore claims. 

Quincy, exonerated by United States Judge 
Mayer on all counts of five Indictments before 
the case reached the jury, was held not 
guilty on the one remaining indictment of 
conspiracy in allowing his name to be used 


in promoting the stock. 
The jury was out twenty-seven hours. 


Freeman Sentence Five Years. 

Judge Mayer pronounced sentence on the 
three men whom the jury had found guilty 
and paroled Quincy until next October, when 
he is directed to appear in answer to two 
indictments still pending against him. 

Freeman. a New York business man for 
twenty-six years, was sentenced to five years 
in the federal penitentiary at Atlanta. 

Hawthorne, son of Nathaniel Hawthorne, 
the novelist, and himself an author, and Dr. 
William J. Morton, son of Dr. W. T. G. Mor- 
ton, the first user of ether in surgical op 
tions, were sentenced to one year and one 
day at Atlanta. 

Freeman's prison term is to date from the 
first of the present year, and the terms of 
Hawthorne and Morton from Nov. 2, the day 
the trial was begun. 

Judge Mayer granted a ten day stay to 
allow an appeal. 


Pleas Made for Clemency. 

Counsel for Hawthorne pleaded for sus- 
pension of sentence for the author. 

„Fault of judgment rather then bed in- 
tent, was advanced in Hawthorne’s behalf. 

„I will ask your honor to consider that the 
defendant is getting on in years,“ said coun- 
eel. He is penniless. It is true, too, that 
the long ardeal which the trial has been to 
him and the realization that the name he had 
labored so long and so hard to keep clean is 
sullied are sufficient punishment.” 

Joseph H. Choate Jr., asking far suspended 
sentence for Dr. Morton, said the physician 
“ig now engaged in doing exceedingly valu- 
able work to the community~—work that 
would benefit thousands.“ 

A plea for Freeman as “a man of hitherto 
unblemished reputation was made. 

Judge Mayer in denying these requesteand 

sentence said the defendants had 
„the fairest trial possible.” They were 
charged by the government with having ob- 
tained about $600,000 from the public in their 
exploitation of the so-called Hawthorne prop- 


erties. 


Morton Tells “Injustice.” 

Of the three found guilty Dr. Morton ap- 
peared to take his sentence most to heart. 

The conviction was not a surprise to him. 
he sald. He said he was not guilty, but bad 
expected to be adjudged so for the reason 
that the American, people treated hie father 
unjustly, and he himself had always looked 
forward to some calamity to befall him. 

His father invented ether, Dr. Morton as- 
serted, and the public let him die penniless 

at the age of 48. 
“MM every men, woman, and child in is 


world who has been saved by ether from 
pain and suffering were to pay to the Morton 
family what is its due he declared, the 
Morton family would be one of the wealthiest 
in the world.“ 


Quincy Sorry for Others. 


Quincy on being freed, hastened to a tete- 
phone and notified friends of the jury’s ver- 
dict. He expressed sorrow at the conviction 
of his codefendants. 

Hawthorne declared the indictments shouid 
have been interlocked so that it would have 
been all or none All were equally re- 
sponsible for their operations, he said, in 
commenting upon Quincy’s acquittal. 

The Hawthorne trial, taking up seventy 
court days, is the second longest federal tria! 
in this city, only the Scheftels case, in which 
George Graham Rice was a defendant, ex- 
ceeding it in length. The government pro- 
duced 102 witnesses and the defense 6. 

One ton of documents, 10,000 in number, 
comprised the 1,164 exhibits offered, and the 
testimony taken covered 8,000 typewritten 
pages. 

It cost the government $70,000 to conduct 
the trial and the defense $50,000. 


CHILD IS PSYCHIC MARVEL; 
TESTS SHOW UNCANNY POWER. 


Beulah Miller, Rhode Island Schoolgirl, 
Proves Wonderful Mind Reader— 
Scientist Calls It X-Ray Vision. 


New York, March 1]14.—[Special.]—Beulah 
Miller, a 10 year old school girl of Warren, 
R. I., who has been pronounced a psychic 
phenomenon by many learned investigators 
after tests of her ability to do uncanny feats 
of mind reading and ultra normal vision, was 
examined for two pours this afternoon by 
Dr. John B. Quackenbos, hypnotist and 
student of psychology. 

The child amazed Dr. Quackenbos and a 
group of onlookers by calling off cards which 
were selected under circumstances of which 
she could have no knowledge, by describing 
hidden objects in the pockets of those 
present, by telling exact ages and by naming 
at the first try numbers which they had 
decided upon while she was out of sight and 
hearing. 

There was no possioility of fraud. The 
doctor ard his friends ani the persons who 
represented the paper saw to that. What- 
ever the little girl did she did through un- 
explainable mental gifts. 

“Miss Miller undoubtedly has what is 
called X-ray vision. said Dr. Quackenbos 
afterward. “She can see through opaque 
objects. I cannot explain this, nor can any 
other psychologist. But such a thing as X- 
ray vision undoubtedly exists, and she has 
it. I am willing to stand by her exhibition 
of today as perfectly fair.” 


JAPAN REFUSES TO ACCEPT

Boston Report Says Emperor Preferred 
to Wait Until Wilson Can Name Am-

Boston, Mass., March 14,—[Special.]—It is 
persistently rumored here that Lars Ander- 
son. appointed ambaseador to Japan in the 
final hours of the Taft administration, has 
been found pereona non grata by the Japa- 


nese emperor and that he, with Mrs, Ander- 


gon, is on his way home. 
The rumor says that Mr. Anderson, armed 


only with a courtesy card from the state de- 
partment, sailed away to Japan with the as- 
gurances that congress would confirm his 
nomination.

Woman Starts for Chicago. 

Mrs. Clarkson was arrested as she was 
boarding a train for Chicago. She has been 
living in Milwaukee with a physician and hie 
wife under her maiden name, Mabel Ott. She 
has been there since she left Chicago three 
weeks ago. 

Both women admitted knowing Conn. Mrs. 
Clarkson added that she had done wrong tn 
leaving her family for the burglar, but she 
denied that she had any knowledge of his 
robberies. Mrs. Pope said she knew noth- 
ing of Conn’s career of crime. 

Mrs. Clarkson said the stories Conn had 
hold about her were false. Her five children 
and her deserted husband seemed to be up- 
permost in her thoughts after her arrest yes- 
terday. 

Jam a mother and I want to be back with 
my family,” she said, as tears welled from 
her eyes. “That is why I am going back to 
Chicago for the second time to try to induce 
my husband to take me back. I made a mis- 
take. I realize it, but I hope Mr. Clarkson 
will forgive me. I was with Conn only a 
week after I left my home Christmas eve. 


Tried to Convert Conn. 

“I never induced Conn to steal. Instead, 
I tried to convert him. I knew hie failings 
from my experiences with him in the county 
jail. I read the Bible to him every day and 
every night in the hope thet I might reform 
him. 

Conn wrote to me from San Francisco and 
asked me to come to him. I refused and 
told him that he hed blackened my name. I 
asked him in the reply to send me 4 few 
dolilars—something to get something to eat 
with, for I was penniless.”’ 

Mrs. Clarkson told of her efforts to com- 
municate with her husband and children. She 
said she wanted to join them two weeks ago, 
but her husband refused to talk to her. She 
related the story of her experiences in Omaha 
and Denver, where she tried to earn money 
enough to support herself working as « 
stenographer. 

“If my husband refuses to take me back 
I don’t know what I will do. I am penniless. 
I never reoelved a ont from Conn,” she con- 
tinued.

SHOWS M'INERNEY — 
LET CRIMINALS GO 
INSPITE OF COURTS 


Judge Olson Makes Public 27 
Gases to Prove City Pros- 
ecutor Negligent. 


FINES AND PRISON EVADED 


Convicted Men Gain Freedom When 
Actions of Appellate Bench 
Are Ignored. 


BONDSMEN ALSO ESCAPE EASILY 


Evidence tending to prove negligence on 
the part of the office of James S. McInerney, 
city prosecutor, in trying cases and forcing 
the collection of fines imposed by the Munici- 
pal and Appellate courts was made public 
yesterday by Chief Justice Harry Olson of 
the Municipal court. 

In answer to the prosecutor's statement 
that his office was far from dilatory in its 
work Judge Olson showed a list of cases 
decided by the Appellate court which have 
not been followed by McInerney or the 
state’s attorney. 

According to the records cited no effort to 
retry cases so ordered or to arrest men sen- 
tenced to prison by the upper courts or to 
collect fines imposed by the Municipal court 
and sustained by the Appellate judges ever 
has been made. The time covered since the 
decisions of the upper court have been made 
ranges from Dec. 7, 1909, until the present 
time. 8 

Must Explain 27 City Cases. 

McInerney was given the task of explain- 

ing why his office had failed to take notice 


ot twenty-seven city cases appealed from the 
Municipal to the Appellate court where they 


were decided. Of the twenty-seven cases 
three were remanded and ordered back to the 
Municipal court for retrial, and the balance 
either were affirmed or the writs of error 
were dismissed and the fines ordered col- 
lected. As far as the records of the Mynici- 
pal court show no effort has been made by 
McInerney to order retrials of the cases 
sent back nor has any effort been made to 
collect fines aggregating $2,267 ordered col- 
lected by the judges. 

The records compiled by Judge Olson found 
the states attorney's office under J. E. W. 
Wayman had forgotten thirty-three cases 
which had been appealed. Of these nine were 
ordered retired and in the balance the judg- 
ments either were affirmed or the writs of 
error dismiseed. The penalties in these cases 
carry with them fines of $7,077 and sentences 
of from one day to one year in the house of 
correction. 

No Criticism, Says Olson. 

„Mr. McInerney defends his office and 
wants the judges to keep their hands off,” 
said Judge Olson. I am making public 
these records without a word of criticiam. 
Possibly Mr. McInerney can find some way 
of explaining why he did not follow out the 
mandates of the upper court and collect the 
fines or sue on the bonds given by the de- 
fendants in each case. 

“It is the duty of the city prosecutor and 
of the state's attorney to watch the cases 


taken before the Appellate court and when . 


decisions are given to carry out the orders 
of the court. When the Appellate court has 
said a man sent to jail for a year by a judge 
has no appeal, then that man should be in 
jail. 
made in the cases enumerated. 
Duty of MclIiierney to Watch. 

“It is the duty of the city prosecutor te 
watch the progress of his cases just as a 
private lawyer would. At least, that is my 


interpretation of the duties of the office, It 


is not the duty of the judges of the Municipal 
court to keep track of each case after it 


leaves their court. There are proper officers © 


appointed to carry out the mandates of the 
court. That of the city prosecutor is to see 
that the cases are prosecuted. Just why 
these cases were not prosecuted to the end 
I do not know. I merely am showing the 
facts as they are stated in the record.” 

As an example of the list prepared by Ju- 
tice Olson, Frank Marsella was tried on Nov. 


20, 1911, on charges of disorderly conduct, 


Judge Caverly fined him $200. An appeal to 
the Appellate court was taken by the attor 
neys for the defendant, who filed a bond te 
secure the payment of hie fine, should he losa, 


Writ of Error Dismissed. 

The court records show that on June 12, 
1912, the writ of error was dismissed, either 
on the motion of the defendant himself or 
by the judges—the records compiled by Judge 
Olson not showing that. Anyway. the stand- 


ing of the case was that the fine against Mar- 


sella should be collected. The procedure, 

cording to Justice Olson, would be for 

city prosecutor to take a record of the Ap- 
pellate court to Judge Caverly and ask that 
a capias be iseued for the arrest of the de- 
fendant. If he was found, he would be given 
the opportunity of paying his fine or serving 
out his time in the house of correction. Should 


he not be found, then suit for the recovery — 


of the amount of the fine Gane Oe eee 
against his bondsmen. 

In the cases enumerated nothing of this 
kind wasdone. The cases were appealed 
were decided. Apparently the trying > 
case ended the interest of the city p 


But no effort to put him there has been 
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was fined $1 and sentenced to three months in 


the bridewell. An appeal was taken. On 
May 23, 1911, the e,peal was dismissed by 
the Appellate court, which left the sentence 
still operative. Nothing wes done with the 
cage by the state's attorney. 

The list containe two instances where de- 
fendante were fined 81 000 each and sen- 
tenced to the house of correction for a year. 
One case egainst William Rautenberg was 
ordered retried on Oct. 28,1910 Nothing has 
been done with it so far as the records show. 
A similar sentence was given against F. Ro- 
mand, end aleo was appealed. The appeal 
was dismissed on Jan. 19, 1912. The records 
fal to show any effort made to collect the 
$1,000 fine or to force the defendant to serve 
out bias sentence. Both men were convicied 
of pandering. 


Judge Ignores McInerney. 

Juatice Olson did not send his list to City 
Prosecutor McInerney, nor did he send any 
letter explanatory of his discoveries to him. 

“Mr. McInerney has not seen fit to answer 
the letters I sent him.“ sald Mr. Olson, and 
T have heard him quoted as saying that I 
know where his office is if I wish to make 
complaints. Therefore I shal) not write him 
regarding these cases. I have merely made 
them public as an example of some instences 
where the records apparently show that some 
one is negligent. If it is not Mr. Mcinerney’s 
fault that these cases were not retried or 
that the fines were not collected, then he 
probably will be able to explain.” 

Mr. Olson sald he khew nothing of the facts 
in any of the cases listed and did not at- 
tribute the lack of action by Mr. McInerney 
to any politica) or other ulterior motive. 


Finds Some Judges Careless. 

“It merely is an eKample of carelessness 
on some ones part, hesaid. “I also found 
examples of carelessness in our own office. 
I discovered twelve cases. Where our judges 
allowed themselves to be imposed on by 
lawyers who filed bonds for stay of execu- 
tions and then did not sue out their writs 
of error. Nothing has been done with these 
cases. I can see how a judge would make 
this error, if he were a bit careless, but I 
shall see that it is not repeated in the 
future.” 

The cases mentioned include seven on city 
charges and five state cases. Justice Olson 
at night sert a letter to each judge involved 
im this lapse of attention and asked that care 
be taken in the future to prevent similar 
errors.

Lawrence Makes a Statement. 

Mr. Lawrence made the following state- 
ment after Glenn had been arrested. 

Jam a journalist, enceavoring to do my 
best according to my lights, for the better- 
ment of Chicago and the conditions existing 
here. 

I feel that I have been defamed by men 
who know that they are not telling the truth 
and who have made no attempt to verify their 
statements. The publication by Mr. Glenn is 
intended to injure me in the minds of my 
fellow citizens and is a conspicuous example 
of that intent. 

It is my firm determination to ask the law 
to protect me, even if I am a newspaper man. 
The officials of the state will be asked to try 
this case upon its merits. If I am engaged in 
such intimidations as Mr. Glenn states, the 
community should know it, and if I am not, 
Glenn should be punished.“

He took part in social activities, 
attended to his correspondence, and bought 
pictures, and therefore he worked hard.

he sailed for Europe. He did not remain 
quietly aboard the Adriatic and rest, but 
landed at every place where the ship 
stopped. He went motoring, met many 
friends, and attended luncheons and dinners. 
When the ship reached Cairo the weather 
was unfavorable. It was raw and cold. Mr. 
Morgan caught a cold from which he is 
hardly yet recovered.

TROOPS RUSHED TO SCENE. 


Governor Orders Ont State Militia at 
Request of Sheriff. 


Salem, III., March 14. — The jail here 1 
guarded tonight by three companies of 
militia and a fourth company is on the way. 

The state troops were ordered out by Gov. 
Dunne v response to a message from Sheriff

Sheriff Purcell and his force were alarmed 
early tonight by a report that an uncle of 
the wronged girl was coming from Kin- 
mundy, ten miles away, with 100 men. 
Probably two dozen Kinmundy men did ar- 
rive. 


Prisoner Blames Another Man. 

Sullens’ arrest followed Dorothy Holt’s 
story told this morning when she returned 
home after having been out all night. She 
said she was returning from a motion picture 
show when she was seized, gagged, and taken 
a mile and a half from town to the slaughter 
pens. There she lost consciousness until 9 
o'clock this morning, when she dragged her- 
self home. 

In a confession it is said Sullens admits the 
crime, but states that one Deacon Harri- 
son was the instigator with the promise of a 
reward of $5 and a quart of whisky as an 
incentive. He said Harrison wished to be 
revenged on Attorney Holt for the prominent 
part he is taking in the unraveling of the 
Miller murder mystery in which Harrison 
seems to be concerned.

It was the finding of the coroner’e jury that 
passed on the deaths that the fire was of in- 
oendiary origin. The jury recommended that 
the police investigate. No arrests were made 
as a result of the recommendation. 

The fire occurred Sept. 25, 1911, ina tene- 
ment house at 1336 South Sangamon street. 
Harry Iglowitz, Lottie Iglowitz, Bessie Iglo- 
witz, and Samuel Alpert died in the flames. 
The building was owned by Harry Laskey 
and Samuel Goldstein. 


Johnston May Have Proof. 

Mr. Johnston is believed to have learned 
some of the circumstances of the fires from 
the mass of information in his hands and the 
confessions of John Danies and Ben Fink, 
the chief torch bearers of the incendiary ring. 
Other information ts said to be coming in 
daily from persons desiring to join Fink and 
Danies in the states attorney’s immunity 
bath. 

The name of David Korshak, now a fugi- 
tive, was mentioned in connection with the 
fatal tenement house fire. Korshak was 
captured in Vandouver, B. C., and brought 
back to Chicago to answer the charge of firing 
a clothing store, the proprietor of which later 
committed suicide. Korshak is now supposed 
to be in China. He is said to have business 
interests in Shanghai, Canton, and Hong- 
kong. 

Fugitive Hides in China. 

While the extradition of a fugitive from 
China on a charge of arson is not possible un- 
der present treaties, the fact that four per- 
sons may have come to their death through 
an incendiary’s act would enable the state's 
attorney to bring the firebug back to Chicago 
on a charge of murder. 


INSURANCE ADJUSTER CONVICTED 
New York. March 14.—Henry C. Freeman, 
accused as a member of the “ arson trust 
that was reveaied through the confession of 
a convict, was found guilty of arson in the 
second degree by a jury late today. Judge 
Swann remanded him for sentence Friday. 
Freeman, an insurance adjuster, built up 
a business of $400,000 a year, from which he 
had an income of $25,000, according to his 
own confession on the stand. The state's 
leading witness was the convict, Isidor Stein, 
known as Izzy, the Painter.” “Inzy” eat 
fires for the trust,” he has testified.

You know the truthful 
answers to these questions, and so do I; and 
I am determined they snail be given to the 
public at this time. A reply on your part 
that is only plausible will not do. You will 
give a complete answer, or the basis for the 
questions will be made public.“ 


Gives Merriam 48 Hours. 

The Republican candidate announced he 
would give Mr. Merriam just forty-eight 
hours to answer the questions. If the 
reply is not forthcoming within that period, 
he said he would answer them. 

Mr. Snow referred to his own recent re- 
tusal to sign a statement submitted to him 
by the United Societies binding him to sup- 
port certain personal liberty planks of the 
societies’ platform.

RUN INTO SCORES 


Heaviest Loss of Life Report 
ed by Gulf States; Wind 
Almost Cyclone. 


WEAVY RAINS IN NORTH. 


Wisconsin Rivers, Blocked by 
Tee, Overflow Banks; Many 
Homeless. 


Indications from late reports are that more 

than ninety people were killed, scores severe- 
ly injured, and great property lores sustained 
in the disastrous electrical storm which 
swept parts of Georgia, Tennessee, Alabama, 
Louisiana, Miesissippi, and Texas Thursday 
atterpoon and night. ° 
More than eighty deathe have been re- 
ported and the total logs of life probably 
will be ino.eased when wire communication 
is restored in remote sections devastated by 
the cyclone. The damage tp property can- 
not be estimated, but will have to be com- 
puted in millions. — 
Twenty-nine persons are reported to have 
perished in Georgia and damage to property 
is roughly. estimated at 51,000, 000. Calhoun, 
Gordon county, Ga., anc vicinity bore the 
brunt of the storm In that state, where eleven 
persons are reported to have been killed. The 
other fatalities in Georgia were nine at Tuck- 
er, four at Eaglesville, three at Clarkston, 
and two at Columbus. 


Twenty-three Killed in Tennessee. 
Late reports from Tennessee have increased 
the death toll in that state to twenty-three 
persons. 
The loss of life in Alabama is estimated 
at thirteen, although several persons still are 
missing. Five negroes were killed near New 
Decatur, three persons perished at Calera, 
and two each at Hokes Bluff, Gayesville, and 
Duke.

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Western 8 Heats Scientific 
Management Discussed. 
SEE NEED’ OF CO-OPERATION. 


— 


By Systematizing Firms May Pay 
Better Wages. 


The fifth conference of the Western Eco- 
nomic society opened yesterday at Hote! 
Sherman. The subject discussed was “‘Scien- 
tile Management. 

At the morning session the speakers out- 
lined a general view of the Taylor system; 
in the afternoon the topic was Some Con- 
sequences or Scientific Management. The 
evening speakers discussed ‘‘ Scientific Man- 
agement and. Labor.’ The conference will 
close this afternoon. The next session will 
be held in May, when the Panama canal wiil 
be the subject. ‘ 

How labor unions may utilize scientific 
management to. force their employers to 
manage their business, In such a way that 
both profits. and wages will be higher was 
told by C. B. Thompson, management engi- 
neer, in charge of the work on industrial 
organization of, the Harvard Graduate School 
of Business Administration. He spoke on 
Wage Systems and Their Consequences.” 


Talks of Labor Unions. 
“In my opinion, the only resource of the 
workingman is in organization, in his labor 
unlons, he said. These must, by their 


colléctive force, protect him in his bargain- 


ing un his employer. Their place, under 
scientific management, is to set and maintain 
a minimum rate of pay and healthful stand- 
ards of working conditions. The difference 
is that now they will find their efforts sup- 
ported instead. of opposed by those on the 
management’s.side; and they will also find 
impressed upon them their corresponding 
obligation—namely: to insist that their mem- 
bers meet the fair day’s wage with a fair 
day's work, as accurately determined. 
Labor unions may go far beyond this, 
however, if they are wise. They make a 
scientific management and its benefits their 
own. They may requtre employers so to sys- 
tematize and manage their business that 
they can afford to pay high wages at the 
same time they are making higher profits. 
“To get this both sides must codperate 
willingly, honestly, and effectively with each 
other.“ 
Mr. Thompson said the question of what 
is a fair days wage still 16 unsolved. 
Morris L. Cooke, consulting engineer, di- 
rector of public works, Philadelphia, spoke 
on The Spirit and Social Significance of 
Scientific Management.” 


Little Scientific Management. 

High wages coupled with low labor cost 
and maximum prosperity for all are the ends 
to be obtained by scientific management, 
he said. 

According to John P. Frey, editor of the 
International Molders Journal, scientific 
management has not made good. 

Selentifſe management tends to drive 
workmen to their physical imit through the 
setting of tasks, the payment of bonuses to 
workmen for greater production and the pay- 
ing of premiums to foremen and superintend- 
ents for maintaining or increasing the vol- 
ume of production in their department, he 
said. 

It ‘tends to emphasize quantity as above 
quality. To a-large extent it fails adequately 
to include the human factor and tends to 
make the workman a semi-automatic attach- 
ment to a machine or a rigid and inflexible 
method o®production. In these respects scien- 
tifle management is unscientific.’’

Wages Roads Obtain an 
Increase of $45,000. 


New York, March 14.—Railroad firemen 
have not received their proper share in 
revenue gains of the eastern railroads dur- 
ing the last ten years, according to W. J; 
Lauck of Washington, former statistician 
for the United States tariff board, who testi-

Mr. Lauck presented figures to substan- 
tiate his statements.

If upon 
inquiry there appears reasonable cause to 
believe the wage complained of is insuffi- 
cient, then it becomes the duty of the com 
mission to create a wage board consisting of 
two members chosen by the employers, two 
mem bers by female employés in the occupa- 
tion concerned, and one member of the indus- 
trial commission or a e selected 
by the commission. 

This wage board shall thereupon hold 
hearings at an appropriate place or places, 
summon witnesses, and otherwise carry on 
a full investigation of the question at issue. 

Finally, the board shall report its findings 
to the commission, which may approve or 
disapprove, in the latter case having power 
to remand to the same board or to create a 
new one. If approved, the findings are 
binding upon all employers within the rea- 
gonable classifications as to industry, place, 
Ste., made by the commission. Fine or im- 
prisonment is provided for disobedience to 
wage findings. 

An appeal to the law courts from the final 
decision of the industrial commission is pro- 
vided, but only upon the issues whethes (1) 
the wage board or commission acted without 
or in excess of its powers, or (2) the deter- 
mination was procured by fraud.

TRYING TO CONTROL NEWS. 

The general assembly, a most puissant in- 
stitution when in session, always had the 
right to bar correspondents from ite halls, 
and the humorously solemn warning to re- 
porters at Springfield only reaffirmsit. The 
theory that an assembly of representatives 
of the people is a private club was insisted 
upon some generations back in the British 
parliament, which was stubbornly and virtu- | 
ously convinced that the recording of its 
actions in the public prints was contemptu- 
ous to authority. 

The theory has been modified from time to 
time, but legislative instinct is to regard 
publicity as a nuisance, which frequently it 
is if observed from the legislative viewpoint.

The industria! ce mission shal] make rules and 
regulations wher. any female or minor unable 
to earn the living wage theretofore determined 
upon shall be granted a license to work for a wage 
which shall be mensurate with his or her abil- 
ity.

As we have grown we have reached out, 
as was inevitable. Our citizens and our 
capital have overfiown into Canada and 
Mexico. Capital and commerce have en- 
tered Agia, Europe, and Central and South 
America. As the population, production, and 
capital of this country increases this reach- 
ing out will become greater and greater, and 
consequently bring us more and more into 
intimate contact with other nations. These 
nations are engaged, depending upon cir- 
cumstances more or less, in this same ex- 
pansion.

We may not want war and we mey do our 
best to avoid it, but in spite of that it may 
come. A householder does not want a fire, 
and he is going to do his best to prevent 
having one, but If he is wise he takes out 
fire insurance or at least gladly helps sup- 
port the fire department. No one wishes 
to be robbed, but that does not prevent rob- 
beries. Under such conditions it certainly 
is not golng to be serfously proposed that 
the police department be done away with. 

A properly organized national defense is a 
national insurance against all the evils m- 
evitably resulting from defeat in war, and, 
what is better, is frequently an insurance 
against war kling place. 

— 

The essential elements for our national 
defense are a navy. a coast defense, and a 
mobile army. The proper function of a navy 
is to endeavor to carry the scene of the war 
to the enemy's coast by defeating his fleet, 
thus at the same time preventing his using 
the sea while making its use safe to our- 
selves. 

Then, to leave the navy free to perform 
its proper function, it is necessary to have 
coast defense. 

The chief function of coast defense, then, 
is to prevent the enemy's fleet from captur- 


* 

In dullding up a mobile army no one branch 
can be cultivated to the exclusion of the 
other. If there is little or no cavalry what 
the enemy is doing cannot be found out, and 
no decisive victories can be won. The main 
reason for the length of the Boer war was the 
fact that all the Boers were mounted, while 
most of the British were on foot. It there is 
no field artillery to keep down the fire of the 
enemy's artillery the infantry cannot ad. 
vance. 

The backbone of all large armies is infan- 
try. It can go where others cannot. It is 
easier to supply, costs less per man to equip, 
and can be brought to a higher state of effi- 
clency in less time. This does not mean that 
it can be improvised, for it takes at least two 
years to make good infantry. No mistake is 
more common or less justified by history 
than the belief that a man with a rifle is an 
infantryman. 

A brave man with a gun in his band is not 
a soldier. He must be trained before he 10 
one, and training takes time. The more 
modern war becomes the more time it takes 
to train men. Time is the last thing allowed 
an adversary by an energetic enemy who is 
prepared,

ENRY DWIGHT SEDGWICK has 
followed his Short Histery of 

Italy’ with a specific and detailed 

study of a faecinatirg péericd of the 

most interesting ccuntry in the 

world. giving it the title ITALY IN THE 
THIRTEENTH CENTURY (lioughton- 
Mifflin company). The book bears an explen- 
atory subtitle, A Short Hietcry of Politics, 
Religion, Literature, and Art in the Times of 
Innocent III., St. Francis, Niccola Pisano, 
Giotto, and Dante. Althoug h Mr. Sedgwick 
refers to-this study as hort, he has taken 
two ample volumes to the ectting forthiof his 
impressions, but, as he writesin his preface, 
“the historw of Italy in this century is so 
crowded with affairs of moment and with 
memorable men, original documents are 80 
abundant. h’stories, bicgraphiet, mono- 


* graphs are so numerous, that it is-difficultto 


present in mere outline a true picture of men 

and events.” The indubitable fact that the 
author has indeed endeavored to keep to 

„mere outline "' detracts somewhat from the 
picturesqueness of there volumes, for where 
brevity is a consideration agreeable excur- 
giveness and casual comment are out of the 
question. Rut picturesqueness is really un- 
avoidable in writing upon the thirteenth cen- 
tury in Italy, and Mr. Sedgwick being, as he 
is, a etudent of abundant perseverance and 
enthusiasm, the result is a work of value, re- 
serve, and dignity. It lacks in nothing save 
in exuberance, and the author, no doubt, de- 
liberately made his choice between poetry 
and history and kept to the latter. 

The volumes deal not only with kingdoms 
and citiés but with universities, schools of 
poets, groups of artists, profcsstors, prophets, 
aristocratic and demccratic movements, and, 
of course, with wars, conquests, and political 
factions. Certain chapters, such as The 
Frescoes at Assisi” and II Dolce Sth 
Nuove (having reference to Dante) show 
Mr. Sedgwick at his dest, since they permit 
him to emerge from the heavy mass of mate- 
rial which burdens his theme and to delight 
in appreciative criticism. A chapter on 
Manners and Customs commends itselt 
for much that is quaint and extraordinary, 
as, for example, the information that among * 
the recognized vices was accidie, oreloth, 
torpidity, constitutional megrims, so to 
speak. This was then recognized asa seri- 
ous offense and was ranked with wrath, 
avarice, and prodigality; men befogged by 
the smoke of their sullen thoughts, who do 
not welcome the sweet air and glorious sun. 
who refuse to rejoice in the myriad opportu- 
nities for the exercise of muscle and intelll- 
gence, are prone to evil suspicions, blas- 
phemous thoughts, and malign detraction, 
they become traitors to society, and by their 
presence make the world a poorer place.” It 
is evident that the Florentine greatness (Mr. 
.edgwick is writing about Florence in this 
connection) was founded upon the aggressive 
virtues. Not the dreams of ancient days nor 
the supercilious rejection of the present cre- 
ated and sustained it, but the codperation in 
the work that presented itself to the hand of 
the actively patriotic citizen. 

The great value of these two volumesis the 
broad and humanizing view of life which Mr. 
Sedgwick brings to his task. He writes not 
merely as a scholar, though his mind is ch 
arly, but asa man who perceives the pathos 
as well ae the splendor of life. one who real- 
wed that if there is an apex to society there 
also is a bottom to it, and that if there are 
peautiful towers and fair garcens there are 
aldo foundations, drains, muck, and labor. 
Me is quite aware of the forgotten men 4 
well as the conspicuous ones, and his review 
of an entrancing period in the history of our 
civilization ts marked by the down reaching 
view of the conscientious sociologist. 

The chapters on sculpture an.’architecture 
are particularly delightful. The book 18, in- 
derd, an excellent addition to any Italian 
library, public or private.

An the world loves Italy and goes there to 
realize its dreams. Whatever man has 
aspired to do or see in the reaim of beauty 
appears to find in that country of rich his- 
tory and endless vicissitudes some form of 
expression. Three books appear at once 
upon this subject. The first and most im- 
portant is “ LITLE CITIES OF ITALY,” by 
Andre Maure! (translated by Helen Gerard), 
and issued from the press of G. P. Putnam's 
Sons. This author brings from his well 
stored mind whatever can add to the pleasing 
theme of his book, and writes of Milan, Bo- 
logna, Assisi, Spoleto, Orvieto, and a dozen 
other cities with the facility of one who 
knows his subject excellently well, and in the 
manner of an accomplished stylist. The vol- 
ume is illustrated with interesting photo- 
graphe. “‘ VISTAS IN SICILY,” by Ar- 
thur Stanley Riggs (McBride, Nast & Co.) is 
a sympathetic book of casual travel on the 
part of an interesting and observing person. 
The towns of Sicily are reproduced by Mr. 
Riggs’ pen with as much accuracy as. his 
camera has pictured them. “ITALIAN 
LANES AND HIGHROADS,” by Russel W. 
Leary proves the writer to be a discriminat- 
ing traveler who, having seen what all the 
world may see, has proceeded upon more in- 
timate investigations and has succeeded in 
producing a book which Italy lovers will en- 
joy. His chapter on The Walled Towns 
of Umbria” and that upon “ The Towers of 
Tuscany are particularly enjoyable. Some 
ot the photographs show careful selection and 
photographic taste. (McBride, Nast & Ce.)

“ EPSSENTIALS OF POETRY.” by Wu- 
nam Allen Neilson, professor of English at 
Harvard university, is a volume of signifi- 
cante.. These essays were delivered as a 
series of lectures at the Lowell institute in 
Boston and ettracted no Uitle attention. The 
book is a discussion of the fundamental: ele- 
ments ot poetry and is mustrated chiefly by 
the poetry of the romantic period of England. 
It is not the scholarship of this volume. se- 
cure and above question as that echolarship 
is, which makes fhe volume remarkable, how- 
ever. It ie the eager and expectant spirit 
which dothinates it—the spirit. which must 
preside over the English classes of Harvard 
to enable it to send out from its halls literary 
men whd, in quality and number, compel all 
American universities to give Harvard the 
precedence as the encourager of literary tal- 
ent. 

In Prof. Neilson’s chapter Intensity in 
Poetry is to be found that belief in power, 
that unabashment before’ splendor, that 
warm applause for emphatic .expression 
which are required if students are to bestim- 
ulated to the performance of fine things in 
imaginative literature. Not to idealize the 
quality of the youthful mind nor to belittle 
the difficulties of teachers ot English, it safe- 
ly may be said that there is too little expecta- 
tion in the classrooms of American univers!- 
ties and that cold. superficial, and stilted crit- 
icism toa often crushes out those swift im- 
pulses which are the beginnings of inspira- 
tion and which, efidouraged, might create 
an artist of genuine quélity out of the 
timorous and deferential student. 

Readers of Mr. Maasefield and other in- 
surrectionists of like tastes will do well to 
peruse that portion of Prof. Neilson's book 
which he has characterized as The Sense of 
Fact and Realism.” Here will be found the 
word which justifies the basic principle of 
such poetry as that of Maasefield, Kipling,

Litzmann's Life of 


ara Schumann. 


BY JEANNETTE I. GILDER. - 
LARA SCHUMANN was father over- 
shadowed by her distinguished’ hus- 
band, but if you will read’ this life of 
her by Berthold Litzmann, which the 
Macmillan company are about to pub- 
lish you will discover that if she had re- 


mained Clara Wieck she would have prob- . 


ably been better known and had a more in- 
dependent reputation than she gained by 
marrying Robert Schumann. 

In these two stout volumes we not only 
have the life of Clara Schumann, which fs 
interesting enough, but we are brought into 
intimate association with her fellow musi- 
cians, such as Brahms, Chopin, and in fact 
‘all the famous composers of her time, par- 
ticularly those who flourished in Germany. 
It was not only musicians who Clara Schu- 
man knew but men of letters, for she met 
Goethe in his old age. When she and her 
father were in Weimar Goethe sent for 
them. He said her playing made us forget 
the composer. He received’ us kindly. 
Clara had to sit by him on the sofa.” 

Here are some extracts from Clara’s first 
letter to Schumann: 

‘‘Leipsic, Dec. 17, 1832.— Listen: 
Herr Wagner has got ahead of you; a sym- 
phony of his was performed, which is said to 
be as like as two peas to Beethoven's sym- 
phony in A major. Father said that F. 
Schneider's symphony, which was given in 
the Gewandhaus, was like the freightwag- 
gon which takes two days to get to Wurzen 
alwaye keeping to the same track, and a 
stupid old waggoner with a great peaked 
cap keeps on growling to the horses: Ho, 
ho, ho, hotte, hotte.’ But Wagner drives in 
a gig over stock and stone and every minute 
falls into a ditch by the road, but in spite 
of this gets to Wurzen in a day, though he 
looks black and blue.’

The young musicians were marred in 1840. 
It took place at Schönefeld, near Leipsic. 
Here is what Clara wrote about this great 
event: 

We danced a little-there was no romp- 
ing, but all faces showed heartfelt satis- 
faction. It was a beautiful day arid even 
the sun, which had bidden itself for many 
days past, poured its mild rays upon us 
as we drove to the wedding, as if it would 
bless our union. Nothing disturbed us on 
this day, and it shall be inscribed in this 
book as the happiest and the most important 
of my life.”

Clara Schumann's letter and diaries about 
her musical contemporaries are most inter- 
esting. When she was traveling with her 
father before her marriage she heard Liszt 
and this is what she says of him: 

We have been hearing Liszt, he cannot 
be compared to any other player—he stands 
alone. He arouses terror and amazement 
and is a very attractive person. His ap- 
pearance at the piano is indescribable—he 
is an original—he is absorbed gy the piano. 

His passion knows no bourds, not in- 
frequently he jars on one’s sense of beauty 
by tearing melodies to pieces, he uses the 
pedal too much, thus making his works in- 
comprehensible if not to professionals at 
least to amateurs. He has a great intellect 
one can say of him that his art is his 
life.’ *’ 

No lover of music, whether lay or pro- 
fessional, can afford to leave these two 
volumes unread. I have given but a faint 
impression of their quality in this letter. 
They are really an embarrassment of riches.

A Balled Up Biologist. 


BY. MABEL TURNER GOODENOUGH. 
~ HE difficulties which the theory of evo 


lution is facing are revealed in Wil 


liam E. Hermance’s “ AN UNORTHO- 

DOX CONCEPTION OF BEING.” 

The volume is written from the evolu- 
tionist’ s standpoint by a man who has made 
a “careful study of it and who thoroughly 
believes in it. Every atom in the universe, 
he believes, has consciousness, desire, mem- 
ory, and will. It is because of the inherent 
desires existing within the atoms themselves 
that the world has evolved as it has. 

The desires whose gratification gives the 
atoms the most satisfaction are the ones the 
atoms will endeavor to fulfill. Thus the 
pleasure the atoms felt in “ recognizing 
mental anc spiritual impressions or desires 
on the material plane was the reason that 
induced them to organize intoa brain. The 
function comes first, the organ follows. 

When he comes to apply these theories to 
man he gets into logical difficulties right 
away. “This racical departure from type 
occasioning rapid strides in evolution has 
been one of the puzzles of biology. This evo- 
lution by ‘sports’ is a theory in opposition 
to Darwinism. I belleve man to be one of 
these radical departures. In man there is 
a head atom he calls the ego, which, he be- 
lieves, exists separable from his life and body. 

In all my conception, this is the most ab- 
surd of the assumptions, because it is, of all 
of them, the least capable of substantiation.” 
Consciousness is no different as an attribute 
of the ego than as an attribute of the atom; 
thus when a man sits on a tack the reason 
the tack does not yell as loudly as the man is 
not because of a cifference in consciousness, 
but becayse of a difference in comprehension. 

„ 

The greatest difficulties, as will be readily 
seen, come in the moral realm. Man is a 
being of very limited responsibility, his acts 
are the results of the desires of the various 
atoms within him. His will acts only when 
all these desires are equalized, and then its 
act is always pure chance. This is true of 
an atom, an ego, or the whole universe, 
which accounts for its variation. Man ought 
to follow the highest desire he discovers 
within him. What makes one desire higher 
than another? 

It is not determined by the strength of 
the desire, he says, nor the amount of satis- 
faction its gratification gives, but by the 
length of time the satisfaction endures. This 
is to be determined by experience. But man 
is not, on the whole, accustomed to follow 
the results of such experience. This is be- 
cause of the conflicting powers of the various 
desires within him, wiich brings us back 
again to the starting point. 

The race, he believes, through the evolu- 
tion of medical science, will in all proba- 
bility achieve immortality. ‘‘ Numbers of 
the infusoria. several of the tree family, and 
probably the tortoise and the turtle die 
through accidentag causes only. To be hit 
in the head with a brick in that day will be 

a calamity undreamed of in this one. 

Very often the author admits his assump- 
tions and deductions are utterly incompre- 
hensible. This is not by any means a criti- 
cism of them, for we, as human beings, are 
incapacitated from comprehending anything 
but what is sensible on the material plane.“ 
It is said in scientific circles that evolution- 
ists are farther apart today than they were 
a year ago. Whether this conception “ is 
in the advance or the rear guard of the ad- 
vancing army will not take a public for 
whom the “ lightning flasheth from one end 
the other long to decide. 
(Putnam's.) 8

“ALL THE YEAR ROUND,” by Newell 
Dwight Hillis,- contains a dozen sermons 
preached in Piymouth church, Brooklyn. 
Only once does he descend from his custom- 
ary optimism to a straightforward recoc- 
nition of the facts in the case, in a sermon 
on “Thé Decline of Idealism In this he 
draws some sharp contrasts between the 
fickle men and women of today, incapable of 
concentration, unable to follow a sustained 
argument, supporting quantities of frivolous 
and frothy periodicals, irreverent, careless 
of the law. with the hard thinking, deep 
reading folk of a generation back. After 
this temporary lapse, we become again the 
shining examples Dr. Hillis usually con- 
siders us. Knowledge is now a contagion, 
intelligence is so diffused every man isin a 
sense his own teacher, doctor, minister, 
lawyer. Even our money is making “‘ earth’s 
streets beautiful by increasing leisure, wis- 
dom, happiness, and morals.’ To those who 
admire Dr. Hillis’ somewhat florid, anec- 
dote strewn sermons, this book will doubt- 
less be welcome. (Fleming H. Revell.) 


Spirit of American Literature. 

Asa supplement, or, rather, a corrective, to 
most text books on Amercan literature we 
can heartily recormend Mr. John Macy's 
book. THE SPIRIT OF AMERICAN LIT. 
ERATURE” (Doubleday, Page & Co,, a 
series of essays in which appreciation is 
spiced with some of the sanest criticism on 
native letters which we have ever read. We 
rejoice to find a man brave and skillful 
enough to place his finger on the weak points 
in our Hterature, and who is not afraid to 
shock that Chinese reverence for our literary 
ancestors which has led us to worship ¢o 
By this it must not 
be inferred that the book is iconoclastic. It 
is highly appreciative. but the dull respect- 
ability which has frowned upon artistic ef- 
fort, and the heavy conventionality of New 
England colleges which has killed so much 
originality of thought receives some severe 
jolts in its pages. This picture of Boston, 
given in speaking of Howells in relation to 
the celebrated faux pas of Mark Twain atthe 
Holmes-Longfellow- Emerson dinner, is an 
example: 

He seems not to understand vet what happened; 
he does not, by his own account, perceive that 
Mark ‘Twain was the only young mat present who 
behaved like a wholesome human being and that 
his one mistake was in believing that he had been 
invited to a pleasant celebration. The occasion 
was really a funeral. Literature was being buried 
there. It symbolizes the pagsing of an cra; it 
was the milestone as well as a tombstone. To 
read the record of that dinner is to pull the lava 
of an intellectual Pompeli. Everything in the 
Boston mind is just as it was; not a thought has 
been engendered in any native literary intehlect 
since 1877. Old Boston stands there with the par- 
alyzed gestures of death-in-life survival: it has 
not even decayed; it is simply arrested, moveless, 
permanent, caught just at the moment when it was 
putting Its last loaf of literary bread in the oven. 
It is real bread, 4 little soggy with the weight of 
the ashes, but weill baked, with a quaint lingering 
savor. 

Mr. Macy’s estimates of Henry and Wi!- 
lam James of Howells, Hawthorne, Long- 
fellow, and Thoreau, Whitman, Lanier, and 

Irving are good instances, rare in American 
books, of fair critical apprectation.

CY " (Macmillan), by Martha Bensley Brusre 


and Robert W. Bruére. Answered simply ae’ 
to language, forcefully as to argument, and 


exhaustively ag to fact. 

Im applying efficiency methods to industry 
we have the advantage of knowing what 
each particular plant is trying to produce, 
say the authors, but when we try to apply 
them to the largest, most universal business 
we have, homemaking; we find that almost 
no one knows whgt the home is trying to do 
or what it ought to do. 

“ Ien’t this what the home is for, to give 
back to the community more than it takes 
out ot it? To produce something more val- 
uable than it consumes? Is there any way 


to judge of the home’s efficiency except by | 


its social product? Or any way to judge the 
value of that produce except by its effect on 
the race? 

And #0 we are launched upon the thought- 
ful chapter, What Is the Home For?’ 


~- 

Two interesting conclusions arrived at in 
the chapter on The Basis of Efficiency ” 
are the following: 

From these studies and the analysis of 
family budgets which we have collected dur- 
ing the last six years, we believe that the 
money minimum essential to efficiency in the 
average American home is $1,000 a year. . . 
and $1,200 is more nearly correct as the finan- 
cial minimum for social efficiency. 

In reorganizing certain factories the em- 
ciency experts have found that better condi- 
tions in the way of light, comfort, sanitation, 
and shorter hours result in an increased out- 
put. The social output of the home can be 
increased im the same way only by increasing 
the income of the wage earners, teachers, 
preachers, civil service employés to the level 
of ‘a normal standard of living.“ 

The family budget is held to be the most 
effective instrument in the efficient running 
of a household. “It is to the housekeeper 
what a set of blue prints is to the“builder.”’ 
There is a chapter devoted to“ First Aid to 
the Budget Maker,“ which ends with one of 
the many significant remarks directing our 
gaze upon that weather vane to show how

Just as the making of an individual bud- 
get is indispensable to the efficiency ot the 
individual household, so the collection and 
interpretation of the budgets of large groups 


is essential to the discovery. of our social

mistakes and the means of their correction. 
This is a task for a governmental depart- 
ment, and its social importance 18 equaled 
only by the collection and practical use of 
Vitality and morbidity statistics. For society 
needs a plan as much as the indiv idual house- 
hold, and perhaps the most important result 
of all budget making will prove to be the 
harmonizing of our individual plans with a 
program of social welfare.” 


Masterpieces of Fiction. 

= MASTERPIECES OF THE MASTERS 
OF FICTION” might and perhaps ought 
to be dismissed with a few words. These 
might do no more than explain that Wil- 
Ham Dudley Foulke has written a synopsis 
of forty important pieces of fiction In 
reducing each novel to its lowest terms he 
has dropped mow and then a bit of oriticism 
which is sometimes pertinent to the piece 
in band and again is only a personal whim 
of the writer. 

Having done this it may be added that thie 
book is a handy résumé of important novels 
which may help those who have not read 
them and may irritate those who have. 

Now why the irritation? Because Mr. 


Foulke has read too many of the immortal! 


things in fiction not to make his reading 
critically effective. Forty novels, repregent- 
ing social ideals from Rabelais to Steven- 
son, selected the world over is spiritual 
history of the intensest kind; or it is social 
geography too important tb be missed. A 
great book is a traveler, a visitor, a mes- 
sage; scarcely one in Mr. Foulke’s collection. 
but is either the cause or the result of many 
influences, illustrating the subtle relation- 
ship and inner cosmopolitanism of real fle- 
tion. 

Mr. Foulke shows this slightly in touch- 
ing upon the indirect hand Rabelais and 
Cervantes had in “ Tristram Shand, but 
again he misses the real meaning of “ The 
Sorrows of Werther,’’ of Paul and Vir- 
ima, of Atala, because these. books 
have the parental imprint of Rousseau. 
Madame Eovary” had a good deal to do 
with Anna Karenina and so on the whole 
list may be regrouped and annotated. But 
enough, Mr. Foulke has been content to 
read and not to relate, whereas if reading 
is anything but a pastime it is insight; a 
discovery of relationship of the mest subtle 
kind. No book lives unto itself alone. [The 
Cosmopolitan Press.]

Smith Starts Slugging. 

To those with a knowledge of boxing who 
watched this round it appeared as if Smith 
would be an easy victim: Smith, too, quickly 
realized that his only chance for victory de- 
pended upon slugging tactics at close quar- 
ters, and as soon as the second round began 
he waded in. 

Not five seconds had elapsed before Wells 
was made to understand that he was up 
against the toughest kind of a fighter. The Gun- 
boat showed punches that carried deadly power and 
accuracy and soon a right hander on the jaw sent 
Wells to the canvas. The knockdown amazed not 
only the Briton but also the crowd, and when he 
got up many believed that his fall was an accident.

Conse- 
quently Martin switched to playing ehort- 
stop for his team and never after ward donned 
the mask and windpad.

When Berghammer was 18 years old, he 
was playing second base for the Crafton 
[Pa.] independent team and the following 
season was with the crack Lyseums of Pitts- 
burgh. In 1910 he was picked up by the 
Philadelphia Nationals, but found Otto 
Knabe refused to be run off the infleld. He 
was traded to Kewanee for Lehr, who filled 
the utility role with the Phillies. Nineteen 
eleven found Berghammer in Kewanee, but in 
September of that season he was sold to the 
White Sox and reported to Manager Duffy, 
who gave him a trial at second base. 

Berghammer played only a few games with 
the White Sox before he injured an ankle 
sliding to a base and returned home to Pitts- 
burgh. But he wes a south sider long enough 
to be one of the victims in a triple play which 
was pulled off on the Six by the Detroit team. 
That was the game in which Berghammer 
was hurt, although the play was not tha cause

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| BIRTHDAY GREETINGS. - 


Edward Payson Weston—Veteran pedes- 
trian, celebrates the seventy-fourth 
anniversary of his birth today. He was 
born in Portland, Me., March 15, 1839. 
In 1867 Weston inaugurated the popu- 
lar interest in walking by making his 
famous hike from Portland, Me, to 
Chicago, III., 1,326 miles, in twenty- 
four days, twenty-two hours, and 
forty minutes. Three years later in 
New York he walked 100 miles in 
twenty-one hours and thirty-nine min- 
utes. In June, 1879, Weston won the 
Astley belt by walking a distance of 
550 miles in 141 hours and forty-four 
minutes at the Agricultural hall in 
London. His next important walking 
stunt was his defeat of Dan O' Leary 
in 1886, by 200 miles in a 2,500 mile 
walk. In 1907 he walked from Port- 
land, Me., to Chicago in twenty-four 
days and six hours, duplicating his 
walk of forty years before and break- 
ing his old record by sixteen hours. 
During 1909-10 Weston completed the 
star achievement of his long and bril- 
liant career. In 1909 he walked from 
New York to San Francisco, 3,985 
miles, in 104 days and seven hours, 
and the following year walked from 
Los Angeles to New York, a distance 
of 3,483 miles, in seventy-seven days.

That the New York Yacht club, by ite ac 
tion in refusing a challenge from Sir Thomas 
Lipton for the America cup, is taking ad- 
vantage of its technical rights and thereby 
forcing good sportsmanship into the back. 
ground, is the opinion held by a majority of 
Chicago’s amateur sailors. 

The Irish yachtsman has many friends in 
this tity and has shown his interest in local 
sailing affairs by donating valuable trophies 
for competition on Lake Michigan. So Chi- 
cago tars naturally are with him in his et- 
forts to bring abouta change in the arbitrary 
rules enforced by the New York Yecht club. 
When Sir Thomas was the guest of local 
yachtsmen at a dinner given here in his honer 
last fall he emphasized the stand he hed 
taken to have universal rules adopted for in- 
ternational contests between America and 
Great Britain. 

It was supposed ihe adoption of universal 
rules by every club of prominence in this 
country and Europe, including the N. T. . 
C. itself, would lead to their use in races for 
the America cup, and news that Lipton’s 
defi had been turned down and that theenti- 
quated formul@ would be adhered to caused 
genuine surprise among Chicago yachtsmen. 


Baum Gives His Views. 

Dr. William L. Baum, who knowsthe yacht 
rating game from stem to stern and from 
truck to keelson, was the guest of Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton at luncheon in London a few weeks ago. At 
that time Sir Thom discussed his plans for going 
after the international trephy and was copfident 
the New York Yacht club would meet him half way 
regarcing rules. 

In refusing to defend the America cup with a 
boat sevefity-five feet long, as suggested by Siy 
Thomas, the New York Yacht club is éntirely 
within its technical rigbts. said Dr. Baum yes- 
terday. Under the deed of gift the defending 
club has the right to determine the size of the con- 
tending boats and also to lay down the condition 
under which the contests hall be eailed. 

However, sportsmanship should be placed 
above technicalities in this case. in 
yacht construction has led to the building of our 
présent day types of seaworthy universal rule 
boats, which are the only ones that should be al- 
owed to qualify for international sailing honors. 
The old freak racers are things of the past. The 
rules specify that the challenging boat shal! sail 
o the starting line on its own bottom, but it would 

next to impossible to build a ninety footer in 
england and land it on this side in racing condt- 
tion. On the other hand, a seventy-five footer, built 
under universal rules, would weathor the journey 
well, furnish fine racing, and be good for several 
years hard service afterward.” 


Price Decries Red Tape. 


Fred A. Price, who has owned more racing boats 
than any other Chicago yachtsman, said: 

The New York Yacht club is acting a good deal 
like the Rochester Yacht club, which by its red tape 
has tied up the Canada cup. Of all the > foie 
the America’s cup is the one that should be com- 
peted for by boats of a healthy type. I have 
watched the. eastern situation, and believe the 
younget and more progressive element in the N. . 
Y. C. want to see Lipton compet. under universal 
rules but are prevented by the oid fogiesrin the 
organization.’ 

~ 2 sides are interested from a sporting 
standpoint, it seems to me the size of the boats

Enjoys Raising Garden Products. 

I have been reading the different methods 
of money making published in this depart- 
ment and think them good. I certainly enjoy 
raising garden products, especially celery, 
which is a great money maker. We plant 
our celery as early in the spring as the 
ground can be worked, and when about three 
inches high we transplant them. About the 
middle of August, when it is full grown, I 
dig a trench and set the celery two or three 
inches apart, and cover well with dirt, to 
bleach. Last year I raised six or seven hun- 
dred bunches jn all. About the first of Sep- 
tember I ha my garden plow and fix my 
beds and set out ail the onions that have be- 
gun to rot I take my lettuce and radish 
seeds that I have saved from spring and sow 
them, If there is not much cold weather it 
usually comes on for fall use, but tf it does 
not it will come on early in the spring. If 
it comes at either of these imes I take it to 
market and get better prices than at any 
other time, 1

ping mothers” on Thursday and Saturday after- 
noons, charging only 10 cents an hour, and it 
paid so well and the little ones enjoyed it so 
much some of them would cry to go back to 
“auntie’s” house, as their mothers had taught 
them to call me, and not only would they come 
on the two days I had designated but would 
come on other days and beg me to keep the lit- 
tle ones, which I would do if I possibly could, 
when it would not interfere with my other 
work. As having no children of my. own I 
enjoyed having the dear youngsters around 
me. I am sure any one who loves children 
would really enjoy taking care of them, and 
while the price seems small, it really counts 
up fast, for i never had less than three or four, 
and sometimes more for the afternoon, say 
from 1 to 5, which were usually the hours that 
they stayed with me. I set apart Thursday and 
Saturday, as Thursday is the maids’ day out 
in the afternoon; and Saturday is a busy day, 
and mothers usually go to a matinée.

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Miss Lain Tells of 
Children’s Bureau W ork 


ACKSONVILLE, Fia., March 14.—Miss 

Julia Lathrop, chief of the federal chil- 

dren’s bureau, addressed the national 

child labor committee's meeting this 

evening in the board of trade auditorium, 
due Outlined’ the work of the bureau during 
the first six months of its existence, which 
have just ended. 

She explained that on the staff of the bu- 
reau there is not & person who was not chosen 
for special qualifications; not a person whose 
appointment cannot be justified under the 
strictest interpretation of the merit system. 
She told of series of studies of infant mortal- 
ity and the publication and distribution of a 
“Save the Babies” circular printed in Eng- 
lish, German, Polish, Italian, and Hebrew. 


a 

“The steadily widening scope of the inquiries 
which come to the bureau,” she said, “ compel 
it to act as a clearing house and center of 
information. Among the subjects enlisting 
popular interest are juvenile courts, the best 
forms of legislation affecting children, the 
care of young children, birth registration, 
child labor, and the worldwide interest in the 
moot question of mothers’ pensions. 

It is interesting to note that many of the 
most urgent inquiries as to the care of babies 
come from devoted fathers. One young father 
of a week old son wrote the other day offer- 
ing to chart the continuous development of 
his baby if the bureau would send him the 
mecessary score cards. 

“The bureau has been asked to conduct a 
child welfare exhibit for an interstate exposi- 
tion, and in this connection is advising a con- 
tinuous baby health contest as a human inter- 
est feature. 


— 

“Inquiry is deing made of the mayors of 
two hundred American cittes to learn the best 
methods of summer campaigns for babies, 
being conducted by municipalities. The an- 
swers disclose effective life saving work on 
the part of some and a complete lack of inter- 
est in the subject on the part of others. 

“It is an indication of the wisdom of those of 
you who created this bureau that you desired 
it to be larger than any one of the topics 1 
have enumerated, even larger than the com- 
pelling title of this committee. You have un- 
dertaken py the very scope of the charter of 
this law to create a bureau which slowly and 
painstakingly shall devote itself to ascertaining 
and setting forth the essential conditions under 
which the childhood of America is to secure its 
constitutional birthright.”

Edward F. Brown, who has just completed an 
investigation of the conditions of night mes- 
senger service in the south, said: 

“The uniform of the messenger serves as a 
password to the forbidden places where, under 
cover of c¢-r1'*ness, debauchery and licentious- 
ness run iet.

Wind Irons the Clothes. 


In response to the request for an efficient 
means of doing laundry work without help, I 
am sending a method which I evolved for my- 
self when I came to live in a part of the west 
where it is impossible to get help for such 
work. I use a washing machine and always 
soak the white clothes, rubbing each piece 
with soap and rubbing the soiled places on. 
the corrugated sides of the washer. After I 
have put all the clothes to soak I add a few 
lumps of sal soda to the water. This aids in 
whitening the clothes, loosens dirt, and tends 
to remove stains. 

If possible I put the clothes to soak the day 
before I wash them, though an hour or so will 
do it, but in this case it requires more rub- 
bing (turning of machine). 

On wash days I wring the clothes out of the 
water in which they were soaked and after 
emptying and rinsing washer put in the least 
soiled pieces for the first washerful. I then 
pour over the clothes in the machine a boiler- 
ful of hot water in which have been dissolved 
a bar of soap and a tablespoonful of sal soda. 
Usually ten minutes’ steady turning will 
suffice for clothes which have been soaked 
over night. If necessary the white clothes can 
be boiled after coming out of this suds, but 
here there is no smoke or black dirt, so I have 
beautifully white washing without boiling. 
My washings go through three waters—soak- 
ing, washing, and rinsing. They are small, 
usually five washerfuls, so one boiler of water 
and one bar of soap do the washing. I always 
use plenty of water for soaking and rinsing in 

‘ion to the boilerful for the actual rub- 
bing. 

My clothes dry out of doors and there is al- 
ways enough wind to free them from wrinkles, 
so I do not find it necessary to iron sheets, 
Turkish towels, tea towels, stockings, knit 
underwear, outing flannel] garments, or bed- 
preads. Wind ironing” these articles great- 
ly simplifies my ironing. Of course, the clothes 
must be pinned on the line carefully and fold- 
ed immediately without being crumpled in 
taking from the line or this mode of “iron- 
ing will be a failure,

A WINDMILL OF CORK. 

The picture shows a simple contrivance made 
with an ordinary wine cork, a few feathers, and 
a piece of 
bent wire. If 
there is any 
difficulty in 
the construc- 
tion it is in 
the boring of 
the hole 
through the 
vork; this 
should be 
done if pos- 
sible with a 
cork borer, 
but if such a tool is not ee a large 
awl will serve. It must be borne in mind 
that the hole must be sufficiently large to allow 
of the wire moving freely, so that the cork can 
revolve easily. After the hole has been made 
and the wire bent (knitting needle will answer 
well), stick all round the cork a number of 
feathers, any kind that may be at hand, such 
as the wing feathers of a fowl; slip the cork on 
to the bent wire, and to prevent it falling off 
fasten a small button of cork, or a piece of seal- 
ing wax, on to the straight end, and the novel 
windmill is complete. If the feathers are well 
placed and not too heavy the mill will revolve 
according to the strength of the wind. An in- 
creasing charm can be produced by dipping the 
feathers in different aniline dyes, for colors dur- 
ing the revolutions will produce pleasing effects.

I 
would not advise you to use anything on your 
face without knowing just exactly what it is 
and what it will do to your skin.

I do not advise the use of liquid powders 
or powders in the form of creams or lotions on 
the face.

GIVES TESTIMONY 


A. A. Davison, Coal Land En- 
tryman, Says He Acted at 
Frost’s Dictation. 


ALARMED BY PUBLICITY. 


Asserts He Became Nervous and 
Withdrew After Charges of 
Fraud Were. Published. 


A. A. Davison, one of the alleged dummy ” 
entrymen for Albert C. Frost in the Alaskan 
coal land project, yesterday testified before 
Judge Landis he had signed for claims at the 
request of Frost and his associates. 

Because of the evasive answers given by 
the witness Judge Landis took a hand in the 
examination. B. D. Townsend, special as- 
sistant attorney general, wanted to know if 
Davison believed he was signing for the 
claims for his own use and benefit. 

Acted for Frost. 

“Who asked you to sign applications for 
patents?’’ asked Mr. Townsend. 

Mr. Frost.” 

There had been spent $500 for improve- 
ments. Did you expend this money?“ 

No, but the party that had my power of 
attorney did.“ 

The witness said he became nervous about 
the transaction as a result of newspaper 
Stories exposing the alleged conspiracy and 
withdrew from the deal, fearing trouble with 
the government. 

Gave List of Friends. 

Davison was general auditor for Frost’s 
various enterprises. He said Frost asked 
him if he-had some friends who would apply 
for claims and who could at all times be re- 
led upon, He said he gave the names of F. 
H. Allen, @ diamond merchant. and L. W. 
Peterson, employed by the M. Schulz com- 
pany, piano dealers, Chicago. 

O. G. Laberee, an associate of Frost at the 
inception of the coal land deals, testified he 
knew of the existence of a group of claims 
known as the Watson group, procured by 
Frank Watson, one of the defendants, in his 
own and in his wife's name. 

Miss Loi Tuttle, Frost's: secretary in his 
La Salle street offices, identified a number of 
létters and records pertaining to the coal 
land claims and the Alaska Centra! railroad.
